The  firewards,  in  fact  all  the  fire  department,  wish  toexpress 
their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  water  supply  afforded  bv  the 
town  system  of  water  works.  We  have  hydrants  at  all  needed 
points,  from  which  our  hose  cover  the  whole  compact  part  of 
the  town.  We  have  thoroughly  tested  the  capacity  and  force 
of  the  hydrant  service,  and  heartily  congratulate  the  town  on 
being  so  well  supplied.  The  reservoir  is  of  sufficient  capacity 
and  elevation,  the  pipes  of  sufficient  size,  and  hydrants  so 
located  as  to  render  any  extended  conflagration  if  not  impossi- 
ble, certainly  very  improbable.  We  think  no  town  or  citv  in 
the  state  has  a  better  water  supply  for  fire  purposes  than 
Franklin.

Report  of  Agent  on  condition  of  bridges. 

The  bridge  leading  to  the  "slide  road"1  at  Giles'  mill  has 
been  repaired  by  putting  in  new  stringers,  plank  and  railing. 
The  bridge  on  the  road  to  Hill  above  Giles'  mill  has  had  one 
new  abutment,  new  stringers  and  half  new  plank.  The  Main 
•street  bridge  has  been  one-half  newly  built, stringers,  plank  and 
rail.  The  Carr  bridge  on  the  road  to  Webster  lake  has  had 
one  new  abutment,  new  stringers  and  rail.  Republican  bridge 
has  been  planked  and  concreted.  Iron  bridge  also  has  been 
planked  and  concreted. 
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By  direction  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting'  to  repair  or  rebuild  Sanborn  bridge,  I  have  thoroughly 
repaired  this  bridge  and  in  mv  judgement  will  last  three  years 
at  least.  Seven  new  stringers  have  been  put  in  and  all  newly 
planked. 

For  repairs  on  bridges  the  coming  year  there  appears  to  be 
little  to  be  done.  One  bridge  at  lower  Franklin  will  need 
thorough  repairs.  The  bridge  on  the  J.  B.  Aiken  road  should 
be  widened  and  newly  planked  which  with  the  few  general  re- 
pairs will  make  our  bridges  in,  good  condition  for  some  time 
to   come.
